Prosecution of a charge of 


careless driving was dropped | 


last Friday in Judge Robert G. 
Dowd’'s police court after the 
defendant’s bond had been or- 


ance at an earlier setting in the 
case and despite the desire of 
the complaining witness to pros- 
ecute, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

The case is one of those 
under study by police in their 
investigation ot reported at- 
tempts. by a group known as 
“The Little Syndicate” to in- 
fluence improperly the admin- 
istration of justice here. 

When prosecution was 
dropped, Irwin Crouppen, one 
of four bondsmen who have 
been stricken from the police 
list of qualified bondsmen as 
a result of the investigation, 
was relieved of liability fer $500 
on the bond. 

Result of Auto Collision. 

The case resulted from a col- 
lision last June 18 between the 


automobile of Frank L. Brooks, 


a bartender, who gave an ad- 
dress in East St. Louis, and 
three other automobiles at Lef- 
fingwell avenue and Olive 
street. 

Brooks's machine struck an 
automobile driven by George 
Turner, 3707 Lee avenue, as 
Turner was waiting for a red 
traffic signal to change. Turn- 
er’s car was knocked into the 
rear of another automobile 
driven by Gregory Moore Jr., 
317 DeBaliviere avenue, which 
in turn was pushed into the 
third machine driven by Arthur 
Bayer, 103 North Elm avenue, 
Webster. Groves. 


Brooks, who told police his | 


brakes failed, was charged with 
careless driving and ordered to 
appear in Dowd's court July 6. 
He was released by police ona 
$500 bond signed by Irwin 
Crouppen, When the case was 
called on that date, Bayer, 
Moore and Tfirner were present 
but Brooks failed to answer the 
docket call.

In a personal letter to the 
Soviet leader, the President also 
urged anew that Russia agree to 
Mr. Eisenhower's earlier pro- 


posal to freeze production of 
atomic weapons. He also 
sounded a new appeal for the 
Soviets to reconsider their re- 


jection of his “open skies” aerial 


reconnaissance proposal. 

The President, in effect, 
turned down Bulganin’s pro- 
posal that the West match Rus- 
sia’s announced move reducing 
the size of its armed forces by 
1,200,000 men. 

The letter to Bulganin was in 
reply to one Mr. Eisenhower 
received June 6 proposing what 
Bulganin called a “new ap- 
proach” to disarmament. Bul- 
ganin’s plan was basically uni- 
lateral, for uninspected armed 
forces cuts by the big powers. 
He coupled the proposal with 
one for withdrawal of all for- 
eign forces from Germany. 

Welcomes Soviet Move. 
Mr. Eisenhower said he - 
_comed Russia's move in sedtiling 
|manpower but that it merely 
_followed earlier moves by this 
country to “steadily reduce” 
the size of its armed forces. 

“I doubt that such reduction 
of this particular kind as our 
governments may make in their 
respective national interests, 
will contribute effectively to 
eliminate the fear, and the vast 
cost, generated by national arm- 
aments,’’ Mr. Eisenhower wrote. 

Mr. Eisenhower's letter was 
delivered at noon today in Mos- 
cow by Ambassador Charles 
Bohlen, who personally handed 
it to the Soviet premier. 

The Bulganin letter to which 
Mr. Eisenhower replied was one 
of a series which the President 
and the premier have _ ex- 
changed. 

Ever since Bulganin’s letter 
was received American officials 
have been predicting a polite 
turn-down. In their view his 
proposal was simply a new face 
on the old Russian plan for cut- 
ting of forces without inspection 
to see that the reductions are 
real. 

Mr. Eisenhower's reply was 
delayed by the illness which 
sent him to the hospital for an 
operation just before the Bul- 
ganin letter came in. 

Greatly Disturbed. 

In recalling the Big Four 
summit conference in Geneva, 
Mr. Eisenhower said “I must 
confess that I am greatly dis- 


_turbed by the developments 


which have occurred since” he 
met with Bulganin at that time. 

Russia agreed with the West 
at Geneva, he said, that Ger- 
many should be reunited ‘ by 
means of free elections. But, 
the President added: 

“Not only has this not hap- 
pened, but I hear statements 
from your side which seem to 
imply that your government is 
determined to maintain indefi- 
nitely, the division of Germany. 

“I must confess that I am 
perplexed as to how we can 
work together constructively if 
agreements that are negotiated 
at the highest level after the 
most thorough exploration do 
not seem dependable.” 

Mr. Eisenhower at this point 
expressed his “honest hope” 
that eventually the major pow- 
ers will make progress on a 
plan aimed at “meaningful con- 
trol of armaments.” 

However, in the meantime, 
Mr. Eisenhower put this ques- 
tion to Bulganin to consider: 

“May we not, Mr. Chairman

Some time ago I agreed to 
your proposal for ground in-

So far, I understand that 
you reject this on the ground 
that it would be an intelligence 
operation. 

What I proposed was to be 
preceded by an exchange of 
complete military blueprint in- 
formation, and was designed to 
make known to each other that 
neither of us is preparing a sud- 
den massive attack against the 
other. and that each of us is 
fulfilling such agreements as I 
trust we shall be able to reach 
in the field of disarmament. 
Surely that kind of intelligence 
is desirable and necessary, and 
in the interests of peace and 
international confidence. Can 
we not make progress on this? 

And also I recall] my letter 
to you of March 1, 1956. when 
| proposed that, after a date 
to be agreed upon, production 
of fissionable materials any- 
where in the world would no 
longer be used to increase the 
stockpiles of explosive weapons. 
I had hoped that this proposal, 
which seemed to me to be of 
considerable significance, would 
appeal to you as an important 
step toward pringing thé nu- 
clear threat under control.

Also Recognized Foreien ‘Aid as Integral 
Part of U.S. Program—No Break Be- 
tween Truman and Eisenhower Courses, 
but Continuity of Ideas Between Them.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. 


T HE EISENHOWER ADMINISTRATION has charted a course 


toward a liberal foreign economic policy. Here and there, | 
under domestic political pressure, it has deviated from this | 


course. 


But 
that a Republican Administra- 
tion would mean a turn toward | 
protection in foreign trade and 
the beginning of the end in| 
foreign aid, were wrong. 

On the contrary, the two out- 
standing facts about this Ad- 
ministration's record were 
these: 

1. It established itself as a 
successful advocate of freer 
trade. 

2. It recognized foreign aid 
as an integral part of long-term 
United States foreign policy, 
and perhaps its most effective 
tool. 

Thus, to the surprise of many 
at home and abroad, there was 
no break between the Truman 
and the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, but a continuity of ideas 
between them. 

Fundamentally a government 
of businessmen, the Eisenhower 
Administration has given these 
ideas a special private enter- 
prise accent. And it has deével- 
oped them further, in response 
to the rapid changes in the 
economic world during the past 
four years. 

In mid-summer of 1952, the 
postwar reconstruction of Eu- 
rope—what has been called the 
Marshall plan phase—was just 
about over. The emphasis in 
United States foreign aid had 
begun to shift to Asia. The 
Korean war was dragging to an 
end. Stalin was still in the 
saddle, but his days were num- 
bered. The end of an era was 
approaching. 

New Economic Era. 

In mid-summer of 1956, the 
Fisenhower Administration is 
well launched into the new 
economic era. Its productivity 
restored, Europe | is booming. 
The “dollar gap,” which the 
United States had filled with 
transfusions of economic ai 
since World War Il, is no 
longer a serious problem. 

The emphasis in foreign aid 
has therefore shifted from Eu- 
rope to the underprivileged 
parts of the world, and espe- | 
cially Asia. Eighty-five per cent 
of all United States economic 
aid now goes to South Asia, the 
Far East and Africa. 

Meanwhile, the Russians— 
perhaps because they, too, have 
finished their postwar recon- 
struction—have turned their at- 
tention to the same areas. They 
have challenged the United 
States by launching a combina- 
tion of foreign aid and state- 
directed foreign trade campaign 
in South Asia, the Far East and 
Africa. 

The man to whom President 
Eisenhower turned twice during 
this period for help, first in 
formulating trade policy, later 
in devising means of meeting 
the new Russian challenge, was 
Clarence B. Randall, chairman 
of the board of the Inland Steel 
Corporation. 

Soon after he moved into the 
White House, the President 
chose this thoughtful,  soft- 
spoken executive to head a 
study commission composed of 
five Senators, five Representa- 


tives and seven public mem- | 


bers. By adopting as its own the 
recommendations of the “Ran- 
dall Commission,” the’ Adminis- 
tration set the direction of its | 
foreign econdmic policy. 

Vital Achievement. 

Two of the recommendations 
that since have become law 
stand out as particularly 
portant achievements of 
Eisenhower Administration: 

1. The Reciprocal 
Agreement Act, under which 
United States tariffs have been 
progressively reduced since the 
1930s, was extended 
vears. 
thorized to reduce tariffs over 
a three-year period of five per 
cent a year. On tertain types 
of products he was authorized | 
to make cuts as high as 50 per | 
cent. 

2. Congress passed a customs 
simplification att establishing | 
a single method for calculating 
the value of imports. While this 
was watered down by the pro- | 
viso that it did not apply when | 
the new method feduced valu- | 
ations more than five per cent, | 
it relieved international traders 
of a troublesome and a 
expensive burden. In the 
they were never sure un .

In particular, 
in the belief that under more 
favorable circumstances United 
States business men would in- 
vest more abroad, it tried to get 
foreign governments to abolish 
restrictions on repatriation of 
profits.

direct investments 
reached $19,600,000,000, com- 
‘pared with $14,800,000,000 at 
the end of 1952, and $7,200,000,- 
000 in 1946. Six billion dollars 
of the latest total is invested in 
Canada, and only a little less in 
Latin America.

primary elections, and usually do. 

Politicians prefer a small vote be- 
cause it is more easily controlled. 
This accounts for the date of the 
primary in the midst of the vaca- 
tion season, and for the difficulty 
which good-government groups have 
encountered in trying to change it. 

Since good candidates cannot ap- 
pear upon the ticket in November 
unless they have been nominated in 
August it is evident that the win- 
nowing process of voting for the best 
among the various candidates who 
present themselves in the primary 
is of the greatest importance. 

It may be difficult for the voter to 
find out which among a group of 
candidates for the same office is 
best qualified to fill it. But there 
is no more fundamental obligation 
of citizenship than to make the ef- 
fort to do this. 

Study of candidates’ records as pub- 
lished in the Pdst-Dispatch ‘Voters’ 
Guide” will be helpful, as will in- 
quiry among civic leaders who have 
made it their business to be informed 
in this respect. 

It must be remembered that the 
state and local officials who will be 
elected in November are chosen in 
August. For this reason the primary 
is the most important election of 
the year.

‘Crime of Imprisonment 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Rather than face conventional 
erime as a socio-medical problem, we 
choose to play the game of cops-and- 
robbers. 

“White-collar” and “syndicated of- 
fenders” compound our social hy- 
pocrisy, for they are protected by the 
corrupt side of our social politics, 
and are rarely imprisoned. 

Conventional offenders bear the 
brunt of our community savagery. 
Make no mistake about it, no single 
crime of any of our little “criminals” 
approaches the enormity of what 
George Bernard Shaw aptly called, 
“The Crime of Imprisonment.” 

Nor is it necessary to cite the de- 
tails of the recent self-mutilation of 
broken legs or the many prison riots. 

The harsh fact is that by and large, 
prisoners, that is, conventional of- 


fenders, suffer four socio-medical 
disorders: alcoholism, narcotics ad- 
diction, mental retardations, and 


emotional disorders. 

One would think these crime-in- 
eciters would be met head-on. On the 
contrary, we either ignore them, or 
offer some salutary gesture, or call 
for more police and “better” prisons. 

Indeed, we do any number of use- 
less things, such as passing laws to 
increase the penalties for the illness. 
The recent Narcotics Act is an ex- 
ample, and I venture to suggest, it 
flagrantly violates the Eighth Amend- 
ment: “. . . nor cruel and unusual 
punishment be inflicted.” 

Not until we substitute socio-medi- 
cal measures, and relegate the penal 
approach among our grosser conju- 
rations and superstitions, as chattel 
slavery, and thus to be abolished, 
will we reduce conventional crime 
to a minimum.

Make It the Last One 


This ought to be the last August primary for 
Missouri. If the Legislature which meets at 
Jefferson City next January serves the people 
well, then the primary date will be moved to 
May or June. 

Few Missourians, we think, approve of the 
August primary. In a survey of selected city 
precincts, the League of Women voters found 
that only 34 persons favored the August date 
while 349 opposed it. If that is not sufficient 
evidence,. then the low turn-out at the polls, 
August after August, should prove that a 
vacation-time primary date does not work well. 
The Creve Coeur Township Democratic club 
made just this point last week in calling for a 
May primary. 

Why, then, has Missouri clung to August? 
The answer is that too many professional poli- 
ticians are for it. They know that a primary 
campaign in hot July preceding a primary vote in 
torrid August follow a calendar of public apathy. 
They anticipate a small vote, which to political 
organizations means a more manageable vote. 
The bosses put their boys “in.” 

That alone is ample argument ue ridding 
Missouri of the August primary. The Kentucky 
Legislature advanced that state’s primary date 
to May this year, and the Missouri Legislature 
had an opportunity to do so but failed to serve 
the public interest. 

This 1956 primary holds another valuable 
lesson for election reforms. Again, as in the 
past, voters are required to state their party 
preference in order to get a primary ballot. 
It is all very well to argue that no honest citizen 
should object to this. The fact is that many do 
object and for good reason. 

The League of Women voters’ survey found 
that 75 per cent of those responding to its query 
flatly opposed the party preference requirement. 
For here is another weapon of the entrenched 
machine, A statement of party preference can 
open a citizen to pressures or even reprisals 
from the dominant political organization. 


Beyond that, Missouri promises every voter 
a secret ballot. The primary ballot is not secret 
if a voter must state his party choice. 

That is sufficient reason for adopting the 
blanket ballot now used in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, Washington and at 
least six other states. Under the blanket ballot, 
a primary voter is given a single ballot without 
questioning. The ballot contains the candi- 
dates of all parties and the voter makes his 
party choice in absolute secrecy. 

Finally, there is a third reform which the 
Legislature might consider. That is a general 
election ballot which lists candidates by offices 
rather than by parties (though party affilia- 
tions are stated). California, Ohio, Massachu- 
setts and 15 other states employ this procedure. 
Such a ballot encourages the voter to make a 
considered choice of the best man for a specific 
office, and discourages the easy party-line vote. 


Certainly 1956 at least should mark the erid 
of the dog-days primary and the unsecret pri- 
mary. Assuming that the next Missouri Legis- 
lature wishes to improve the workings of 
representative democracy, it will advance the 
primary date and provide for a blanket ballot.

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Illinois Scandals Still Unfolding 


The financial scandals in Illinois have now 
touched the Democratic party, including its 
nominee for Governor in the coming election, 
Herbert C. Paschen, Cook county Treasurer. 
The connection with Mr. Paschen is not direct, 
but through an aid, John W. F. Smith, who has 
been discharged. 

Smith was an employe of former Democratic 
Auditor Benjamin O. Cooper of East St. Louis, 
| scniget to ex-Auditor Orville E. Hodge of 

ranite City, now under 100 indictments in fed- 
eral and state courts. Last week it developed 
that Smith had handled funds of closed banks 
when Cooper was Auditor. The Chicago Sun- 
Times claims that close to $100,000 was lost to 
the state while Smith was handling the funds. 

Nominee Paschen’s indirect connection is 
through the fact that Smith was on his staff in 
the Cook county Treasurer’s officé where Smith 
collected funds for a so-called “employes’ asso- 
ciation.” According to the Sun-Times, banks 
holding Cook county deposits were solicited 
for contributions for the “flower fund.” 

Whatever the facts may be in this new aspect 
of the developing situation, they too ought to be 
brought out fully. Meantime Albert E. Jenner 
Jr., special Asssistant Attorney General of IIli- 
nois, says an investigation is under way to see 
if Illinois can recover funds not accounted for 
by Smith in the Cooper tenure in the Auditor’s 
office. Previously a check was being made with 
respect to recovery of the $1,000,000 and more 
in tax funds looted from the Illinois treasury in 
the Hodge operations through fake warrants. 

Few things are plainer in the history of Amer- 
ican politics than that corruption is bipartisan. 
Neither party has a corner on virtue. Neither 
party is all black. But each should be held to 
strict account for the misdeeds and faithlessness 
of its officeholders whoever and wherever they 
are. No subsequent disclosures should distract 
attention from the $1,000,000 scandals that have 
shocked all who have learned about them.

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A Promise Without Meaning 

One promise which may be judged before any 
effort at fulfillment is that of electoral reforms 
in Red-dominated East Germany. The pledge 
was made by Walter Ulbricht, Communist leader, 
in still another speech seeking to calm the re- 
percussions of Moscow’s downgrading.of Stalin. 
Ulbricht admitted that the party could make 
mistakes and therefore promised changes in the 
election laws. ’ 

But these will add up ta less than a row of 


East German potatoes unless they sanction op- 


position candidates. Ulbricht’s talk of a strength- 
ened, united party obviously means that the 
East German Communists have no thought of 
committing suicide at the polls. And the sanc- 
tion of opponents would mean just that. 

The Communists command only minority sup- 
port in East Germany. That was indicated by 
their ability to poll only 20 per cent of the 
Berlin vote, their claimed stronghold, in the Big 
Four elections of 1945. The next year they 
proposed the merger of the Social Democrats, 
the real majority in East Germany,.with their 
party. In West Berlin this was rejected 19,529 
to 2937. In the Red zone of Germany it was 
carried through by mere proclamation. There- 
after only candidates of the so-called Socialist 
Unity party were listed. Two years ago the 
Communist press claimed the support of 95.46 
of the electorate for this monolithic organization. 
Hitler claimed even bigger triumphs in his 
“Ja” elections. 

While the Communists may have gained some 
adherents in East Germany through sheer pres- 
sure and despair, the grievances of the popula-~ 
tion against the regime also have increased. The 
sad state of East Germany compared with the. 
West German boom hardly is a winning cam- 
paign, argument. Nor did the East Berlin rising 
—orAhe more recent outbreak in Poland—indi-

cate loyalty to Communist leadership. What- 
ever changes Ulbricht and his associates may in- 
troduce, these will be meaningless so long as 
they stop short of genuine free elections. And 
that test the Communists dare not face honestly. 
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Criminal Justice for Sale?

Convening of the St. Louis Board olice 
Commissioners in three Galeotion’s ses- 
sions, for a prompt investigation of the situ- 
ation in all its ramifications.

Request by Mayor Tucker for the re- 
corded conversations from more than 20 
reels in order to assist him in deciding 
about any individual under his jurisdiction.

present outline. Other bondsmen, for example, 
may be stricken from the qualified list. If any 
other city employes are related to the distribu- 
tion of favors théy will also come into official 
disfavor while the investigation proceeds. 

Police Board President Long takes a reason- 
able position when he says that no formal 
charges will be made against the suspended 
police officers at this time. Although suspected 
of doing favors for bondsmen in return for 
gratuities, the police are innocent until proved 
guilty. It will be time enough for the Police 
Board to file charges if its completed investiga- 
tion shows the officers to have been working in 
private for those who were willing to share 
their profits in the lucrative bond business. 

The Police Department has been a pride of 
St. Louis down through the years. It can con- 
tinue to be a city pride only if it is kept free 
of improper connections and influences. Bar 
groups and other civic organizations will do 
well to direct a sharp eye on the ugly situation 
that is being uncovered. 
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Return to Burning Tree 

President Eisenhower played golf last week- 
end for the first time since his ileitis operation 
June 9. There had been a fistful of signs that 
he had begun to feel the old urge. He had 
been putting and chipping at his Gettysburg 
farm and on the south grounds of the White 
House of late. And once or twice he is believed 
to have belted full-fledged wood shots. 

But practice quickly become boring and, 
besides, it is not the real thing. Ask any divot- 
digger. And so, accompanied by his son, John, 
Golfer Eisenhower quietly drove out to Burning 
Tree in nearby Maryland and went four holes. 
Afterwards he said he felt “fine.” It may not 
be long before he will be playing the full 18 
again. 

In any event, four holes are four holes, and 
everyone will be pleased that the President 
felt up to it. He probably enjoyed that abbre- 
viated tour just as much as if he had spent the 
whole day on the course. And anyway, why 
stick to the arbitrary rule that 18 holes make a 
round? In the early 1800s at Leith in Scotland, 
then the recognized capital of the golfing world, 
the whole course measured only five holes. 

So the number of holes the President played 
his first time out is of secondary importance. 
The big thing is that he played and that he felt

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One Other Valley 


The Ohio river has not been made crystal 
clear, but the accomplishment in abating pollu- 
tion there during the past eight years presents 
a challenging example of what concerted effort 
can do. An equally good performance on the 
Mississippi would be cause for rejoicing. 

The Ohio River Valley Water Sanitation Com- 
mission was formed in 1948 by eight states. To- 
day, 75 per cent of the sewered population in 
that valley is served by sewage-treatment plants 
or will be served by plants already under con- 
struction. Communities,and industries are joined 
in the undertaking. 

Completing the job will require “many years 
of rigorous effort,” concedes the new chairman 
of the commission, Kenneth M. Lloyd of Youngs- 
town, secretary and legal counsel of the Mahon- 
ing Valley Industrial Council. But at least the 
Ohio Valley is on the way. Pollution is being 
abated rather than becoming worse. That is 
more than we can say here in the Mississippi 
Valley. 
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How Cooper Was Persuaded 

What are the facts about John Sherman Coop- 
er’s decision to resign as ambassador to India 
in order to run for United States Senator from 
Kentucky? 

The question arises because Président Eisen- 
hower, at his news conference Wednesday, stated 
that he did not urge Mr. Cooper to take this 
course. Mr. Cooper had been called to the White 
House to confer with Sherman Adams, and while 
there he was put in touch with the President at 
Gettysburg by telephone. 

According to the President’s account, he told 
Mr. Cooper merely that he was doing a good 
job in India and would also make a strong can- 
didate in Kentucky.

But if Vice President Nixon 
is to be replaced on the Republican 
ticket, Harold E. Stassen will have to 
make a case, it would seem, that Gov. 
Herter of Massachusetts—or anybody 
else he has named—would be a more 
effective campaigner than Nixon. 

In a campaign in which the Repub- 
licans already plan to lean heavily on 
television, this will take some doing. 
Aside from the TV. pros, like Robert 
Montgomery, Nixon 
is a top amateur 
expert on the tele- 
communications ap- 
proach. 

Nixon on Sept. 
15, 1955 even un- 
dertook to give a 
television industry 
gathering some tips 
on political use of 
TV. The telegenic 
politico, he _ said, 
should: 

1. Aim for well- 
prepared, off-the- 
cuff remarks, 
and prompters. 


2. Use frequent 5-minute talks and 
l-minute spots to make a candidate’s 
face and name familiar to the audience. 

3. “Be prepared to spend as much 
money on building up a program 
through advertisements and organiza- 
tion work” as on air time itself. 

Nixon is— albeit inadvertently — an 
expert on building up TV audiences. 
His apologia of Sept. 23, 1952 was 
tuned into an estimated 9,163,000 
homes, the highest saturation of the 
entire campaign. 

That was the speech in which the 
vice presidential nominee spoke of his 
wife’s “good Republican cloth coat” and 
the Nixons’ dog Checkers. In an 
action he called “unprecedented in the 
history of American politics” he gave 
his nation-wide audience his “complete 
financial history.” 

He made these other points: “Not 
one cent of the $18,000 (private polit- 
ical expense fund) or any other money

of that type ever went to me for my 
personal use.” It was “not a secret 
fund.” And no contributor had “ever 
received any consideration that he 
would not have received as an ordinary 
constituent.” Unlike Senator John J. 
Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, “my op- 
posite number for the vice presidency 
on the Democratic ticket,” Nixon had 
never had his wife on his government 
office payroll. 


“Not one” of the contributors had 
“ever asked me for a special favor” or 
“to vote on a bill other than as my 
own conscience would dictate.” Nixon 
urged Adlai E. Stevenson and Spark- 
man to “come before the American 
people as I have and make a complete 
financial statement as to their financial 
history.” 

‘The anti-Nixon New York Post, which 
had broken the political fund story, 
called the telecast a “soap opera.” It 
said Nixon had failed to say whether 
it was “ethical, defensible or desirable” 
for a Senator “to accept an ‘expense 
fund’ from members of wealthy special 
interest groups that have a direct stake 
in the legislative business of the Sen- 
ate.” 

But Gen. Eisenhower wired Nixon, 
“Your presentation was magnificent.” 
When they met at Wheeling, W. Va., 
Sept. 24, Eisenhower threw his arm 
around Nixon and assured him, “You’re 
my boy!” 

Nixon’s other big broadcast was on 
March 13, 1954, when he was chosen 
by the Eisenhower Administration to 


give an “equal time” answer to an 
attack by Adlai E. Stevenson. Again 
he took the folksy approach: “I want 


to talk to you just as if you were sitting 
across this desk from me. That is why 
I don’t have a prepared written text.” 

The speech was a full-dress but in- 
formal defense of the Eisenhower 
foreign and military policy, loyalty pro- 
gram, and the President’s personal 
leadership. The remark which drew 
the most criticism was: 

“Incidentally, in mentioning Secre- 
tary Dulles isn’t it wonderful, finally, 
to have a Secretary of State who isn’t 
taken in by the Communists, who 
stands up to them?”

Between Book Ends 


Prospero’s Enchanted Isle 


SHAKESPEARE AND THE TEMPEST, by Francis Neil- 
son (Richard R. Smith, 18! pgs., $3.50.) 

According to Mr. Neilson’s introduc- 
tory chapter “Shakespeare and The 
Tempest” falls into two sections: “A 
review of the social and constitutional 
changes that were taking place under 
the Tudors and how they molded the 
mind of the man who wrote ‘The Tem- 
pest’; and an analysis of the play itself, 
considering the technical problems of 
staging it in the theater.” 

Actually, this provocative volume 
does not center on these two sections 
so much as it becomes a ramble through 
Shakespeare's world with an enchanted 
enthusiast, a man who has given his 
life, as theatrical producer and mana- 
ger, to the interpretation of Shakes- 
pearean drama. As the book progresses 
attention is focused on “The Tempest,” 
but it is disconcertingly evident that 
the later chapters are not sufficiently 
integrated with the earlier ones. The 
result is a disjointed book. 

The author endeavors to study “The 
Tempest” in terms of its Elizabethan 
background and in the light ef Shakes- 
peare’s early years. Thus the reader is 
led into Tudor history, social and con- 
stitutional problems and into the period 
of Shakespeare’s apprenticeship. Un- 
fortunately, Mr. Neilson, perhaps be- 
cause he is so steeped in Shakespearean 
lore, seems unable to direct his atten- 
tion specifically to the issues under ex- 
amination, so that irrelevancies, digres- 
sions, and unrelated observations creep 
into the various chapters. As a result 
the author loses perspective and vitiates 
the very arguments he means to ex- 
pound. 

Also, Mr. Neilson is less than charit- 
able to the academic critics. True, many 
are study bound and often unable to 
see a Shakespearean play as vital, liv- 
ing drama. But to chide them for being 
shocked at Shakespearean bawdiness 
or to claim that topical allusions are 
frequently overlooked seems highly 
questionable.’ And failure to make use 
of the distinguished work of such critics 
as Granville-Barker (who did so much 
to bring Shakespeare out of the study), 
Oscar James Campbell (whose re- 
searches into melancholy are so vital to 
Shakespearean drama), and the monu- 
mental work of A. C. Bradley on trage- 
dy seems remarkable. For the work of 
these men, to mention only the first 
that come to mind, have an important 
bearing on so much that Mr. Neilson is 
trying to expound. 3 

Yet “Shakespeare and The Tempest” 
performs a valuable service in that it 
stimulates healthy disagreement, and it 
will quite definitely d many readers 
back to the magical beauties of Pros- 
pero’s enchanted isle.

gulf between followers of light 
opera and the more easily as- 
similated grand operas is read- 
ily bridged indeed. 

For instance, there is no 
more continuous flow of pure 
honeyed melody in grand opera 
than the final scene of Act 1 
of Puccini’s “La Boheme.” As 
done by Lucine Amara as Mimi 
and Thomas Hayward as Ru- 
dolph, the three great arias and 
the duet—“Thy Tiny Hands 
Are Frozen,” “I Am a Poet,” 
“My Name is Mimi,” and “Oh, 
Lovely Maiden,” — were a 
never-flagging outburst of love- 
ly sound. There were things 
which had simply to be over- 
looked. Miss Amara is hardly 
the tubercular type, and her 
handsome face is always placid, 
but she has an exceptionally 
pure and strong soprano, beau- 
tifully produced. Hayward, 
who has been on the Forest 
Park stage several times before, 
is still acting from fright—in 
addition to his stiffness, he 
rolls and pops his eyes at the 
conductor ten beats to the min- 
ute—but there is a limpid lyric 
quality to his tenor, a sweet 
and expertly managed voice. 
So the illusion of transcendent 
love in a Paris garret was pro- 
jected.

‘SEWER DISTRICT OK'S 
HOOKUP COUNTY 


Ballas Meadows Connection 
Will Be First Outside 
Metropolitan Unit. 


An agreement to permit con- 
nection of the sewer system in 
Ballas Meadows, a subdivision 
under development at Ballas 
and Manchester roads, St. Louis 
county, with the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Sewer District's system 
was approved yesterday by the 
district’s Board of Trustees. 

It was the first time since 
formation of the metropolitan 
district that a request had been 
received from ah area outside 
the boundaries of the district 
for permission to hook into the 
metropolitan system. Details of 
the contract were withheld 
pending acceptance of it by the 
real estate company developing 
the new subdivision. 

The board adopted a resolu- 
tion fixing a tax levy of 25 cents 
on the $100 assessed property 
valuation in the Vinita Park sub- 
district in the county. The levy 
will retire $125,000 in bonds 
authorized by residents of the 
district last May for construc- 
tion of trunk line sewers. 

A special benefit subdistrict 
was established by the board on 
Alaska avenue, between Steins 
avenue and Courtois street, for 
construction of a lateral sewer 
to serve property owners in the 
two-block stretch. Cost of the 
work will be paid through spe- 
cial tax bills issued to property 
owners who will benefit from 
construction of the sewer. 

A sum of $7500 was allocated 
by the board to permit hiring of 
additional personnel for billing 
and collection operations. Two 
full-time employes will be hired 
to handle this work.

The accountants who tote 
their brief cases and ledgers 
around the league with the 
Yankees doubtless have rec- 
ords on earlier losing streaks 
and could determine how long 
it has been since a New York 
team of the Casey Stengle 
dynasty knuckled under six 
times in a row, as the Yanks 
did last week. 

The figures, though, are 
neither important nor especi- 
ally interesting. What does 
waken curiosity is the man- 
ner of the team’s transgres- 
sions. On Saturday, for in- 
stance, a lead of 2 to 0 was 
squandered in the first in- 
ning, another lead of 4 to 2 
was constructed to stand un- 
til the eighth, and then Don 
Larsen walked two batters 
ahead of Al Kaline, whose 
home run did the deed. 

On Sunday New York spot- 
ted Detroit four runs in the 
first inning, twice came from 
behind to tie the score, but 
heaved the game away with 
poor work in the field and 
bungling on the bases. 


What Mad Pursuit. 


ANKEE teams don't play 

baseball that way. They 

commit errors, of course, 
and they lose games, general- 
ly when their hitters are 
stopped by good pitching or 
when their own pitchers are 
off the beam. Sloppy play, 
careless or stupid play, are 
not characteristic of the 
Yankees and never has been 
from the earliest days of the 
Joe McCarthy administration. 

Because there is no consis- 
tent strength anywhere else 
in the league, the team 
standings have not as yet 
given any cause for alarm or 
ground for hope, depending 
on where you sit. The In- 
dians wore themsélves out 
winning three straight from 
New York and dropped three 
in a row to Boston while the 
Yankees were botching things 
up in Detroit. With an op- 
portunity to cut the New 
York lead to four games, 
Cleveland fell down and let 
it stand at seven. 

Irresolute pursuit has 
spared the Yankees the pen- 
alty of their sins. Chances 
are they'll right themselves 
before anybody can offer a 
serious challenge. As to diag- 
nosing their troubles, Casey 
Stengel and George Weiss 
are both accomplished brood- 
ers who require no outside 
help in that field. 

Maybe contentment and 
self-esteem induced a slack 
attitude when the team start- 
ed west July 2 with a.lead of 
912 games. Perhaps a trace 
of panic followed when the 
slip started to show. Maybe 
they’ve just encountered one 
of those soft spots that de- 
velop occasionally for no ap- 
parent reason and trip the 
best of teams. If Stengel and 
Weiss can’t come up with the 
answer, it won't be discovered 
here. 


Mickey and the Babe. 


BY-PRODUCT of the 
A sum has been a recur- 

rence of the Mickey 
Mantle-Babe Ruth compari- 
sons in news accounts of the 
games. For a while the boys 
were leaving The Babe in 
peace with his home run re- 
cord, but lately the stories 
have said in effect: “The 
Yankees lost another but, at 
least, Mantle is ahead of 
Ruth’s pace.” 

For the record, Mantle’s 
thirty-seventh home run was 
hit on Aug. 5 in the season’s 
102nd game. When the Babe 
hit 60 in 1927, his thirty-sev- 
enth came in the 114th game 
on Aug. 16. 

The pitcher that day in 
Chicago was Alphonse 
Thomas, who was to win 19 
games in 1927 and play a 
dozen seasons in the big 
leagues. The next day Babe 
cracked one off Sarge Con- 
nally of the White Sox and 
from there out he tormented 
them all, famous and ob- 
scure.

Lesson in 


Outbreak 
Of Polio 
By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK. 

HAVE been reading with dis- 

tress of the poliomyelitis out- 

break in Chicago. It is al- 
ways a sad story and one that 
interests me very much. This 
year I have been reading it 
with special regret because, as 
each report comes through, it 
is clearer that a great deal of 
suffering might have been 
avoided if people had paid at- 
tention to Salk vaccine injec- 
tions. 

The overwhelming number of 
cases in Chicago has been 
among children who had not re- 
ceived any vaccine. Only 10 to 
12 per cent, I believe, had one 
or two shots—and so far no pa- 
tient who received the _ full 
series of three injections has 
come down with paralytic polio. 


* + — 
THIS SEEMS to point up a 
dramatic lesson and Chicago 


parents are hastening to act 
upon it. Emergency vaccine 
clinics in Chicago are jammed 
and doctors are giving hundreds 
of vaccinations in their offices 
each day. 

Those of us who live in other 
cities, where polio cases have 
not yet occurred in great num- 
bers, would do well to see that 
our chidren have had their 
shots, too. All children and teen- 
agers should start their vaccina- 
tions now, while there still is 
time to reduce some of the 
cases that are bound to devel- 
op in the months ahead. Just 
think of the numbers of para- 
lytic cases that could be saved 
if everybody under 20 were vac- 
cinated before this month is 
out!

HEADLINES IN OUR news- 
papers sometimes make one 
wonder how unrealistic people 
can be. On Sunday one head- 
line said, “Syria says Mideast 
stands as unit and will fight 
against compromise.” 


How foolish can the Mideast 
be! The gentleman who made 
that statement surely could not 
have been thinking of military 
strength. He was hoping for 
Soviet support in any stand tak- 
en by Egypt on the Suez canal, 
and counting on the Soviets in- 
sisting that no force be used. 


Even if the Aug. 16 confer- 
ence of 24 nations does not 
come off, why should not the 
United Nations be asked to 
consider taking over, not only 
the Suez canal, but all other 
small bodies of water through 
which world trade must pass? 
I realize that this means the 
Panama canal, the Dardanelles 
and various other waterways in 
the world, but it seems to me 
that it is. the one _ solution 
which can be permanent. Other- 
wise, there seems very little 
chance of any permanent settle- 


ment. 

These difficulties in the Mid- 
east make it seem more im- 
portant to keep up the strength 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and the countries 
of the West that have military 
troops in Europe. Therefore, a 
situation like the Suez canal 
crisis affects the whole mili- 
tary setup of the European area.

Cleaning Bricks. 


RICKS are never bothered 

by insects and they aren't 

troubled much by rot and 
decay but nevertheless they do 
become dirty. The longer they 
go unwashed the deeper the 
dirt will sink into the tiny 
pores. Best rule for cleaning 
bricks is to clean them as soon 
after they become soiled as 
possible, 


If the bricks are not soiled 
too much they can be cleaned 
with plain water and a stiff 
fiber brush. Wet down the 
bricks first and then go to 
work scrubbing. It’s important 
that you wet the bricks before 
you start to scrub beeause, if 
you don’t, the dirt loosened by 
your scrubbing will be absorbed 
deeper into the bricks. 


When plain water won't do 
a good cleaning job you caf use 
acid—muriatic - acid—and you 
use about one part acid to ten 
parts water. The bricks should 
first be wet down and then you 
use the fiber brush to scrub 
them with the acid solution. 


Try to keep the acid from 
standing on the mortar joints. 
{t won't harm the bricks them- 
selves but it will soften the 
mortar and this isn’t good. As 
even a 10 per cent solution of 


muriatic acid is plenty strong, 
be sure to wear goggles to pro- 
tect your eyes as well as rub- 
ber gloves and keep yourself 
covered with old clothes. 
After you've finished the 
scrubbing, rinse off the atid 
with fresh water. You . should 
rinse several times to insure 
getting all the acid off the 
surface. By the way, if the brick 
surface has been spattered with 


mortar, this acid solution will 
soften the mortar so that it 
can be scrubbed away. 

Bricks are highly porous and 
this makes cleaning difficult. 
It will help if after the bricks 
are clean and dry they are 
treated either with a clear seal 
to close®off the pores or given 
a coat of paint.

Before you can take a sens- 
ible view as to how much 
strength you need for a two 
bid, you must know with what 
strength your partner will re- 
spond to your one bid. The 
reason is that when you open 
with a two bid you are forcing 
to game—even if partner has 
less than enough to respond to 
your one bid. 

Remember that partner 
should keep your one bid open 
with slightly more than one 
high card trick — about six 
points.

He 
might be short in either black 
suit, with enough trumps to 
enable Mr. Dale to ruff one of 
his black suit losers. 

As you see, Mr. Abel would 
have a one heart open- 
ing. But his doubleton club and 
three small trumps furnished 
the game-going trick. Mr. Dale 
was able to ruff the third round 
of clubs for his tenth winner.
